"Wliat became of Cromwell '!" The 
question Is a vexed one. Aecordinij tn 
^n anclht tradition Cromwell's body 
was conveyed away Immediately after 
his death, in obedience to his ladt or- 
ders, and was buried on Naseby Field, 
"where lie had obtained tho greatest 
victory and glory." According to an- 
other, account, Mary, Lady Faucon- 
, l6ei?g, Cromweil'M daughter, was able lo 
.convey the body away from its grave 
In the Abbey and to have it buried in 
;.her husband'se house at Newburgh, in 
Yorkshire, where tMe fomb, an impene- 
trable marble ' one, Is still shown. 
Another corps© was substituted for 
Cromwell'svln .the- Abbey, and it was 
this nameless corpse which underwent 
■the Indignities. put upon It In January, 
1661, when- the. putative, body was 
hanged otf' the ^allovvs at .fyliurn, to- 
gether wlthi. Ir6tV)n'8 and Bradshaw's, 
while the head was' set up on a pole 
above Westminster Hall.

-Thji supporters of the various candi- 
dates, mayoralty and aldormanic, were 
Oiit Id ■ force and wliile it was a no- 
ticeable fact that each Hpeaker was 
given a good hearing, iiarticularly tho 
mayoralty and alderniunic aspirants, 
tlie I'ateiiayers present let no oi-cas- 
ion pass to express their approval or 
disapproval of the speakers' remarks. 
There was little of the bittorneHS 
inanifesled at the last eampaii^n in 
evidence l;ist evening and when the 
meeting ended close U](on midniglit 
all those desiring to (.'xr)lain tlieir 
stand to the ratop;iyers had been given 
an opportunity to do so. 

Gets Great Reception 

Dr. Lewis Hall, candidate for mayor 
and head of the Citizens' Progressive 
ticK-of, received -a remarkable recep- 
tion and as lie outlined the i)rogramnio 
of pi-o.Ljressive, buaincsaiike methods 
which would be adopted wore lie elect- 
ed, he was cheered to the echo. Dr. 
Hall, while eschewing any of those 
personalities wliicli were indulged in 
by his opponent, made a cloai", lucid 
explanation of liis platform, disproved 
in loto, to the satisl'action of the au- 
dience, the slurs cast uijon him rela- 
tive to his stand upi;>n tho Store street 
matter and when he declared his stand, 
first, last and always, for a clean, 
moral city and refuted the cliarge liiat 
he 'vas there in any other capacity 
than as an indeijendent eitizon, pure 
and simple, he was cheered again and 
again. His denial that he had chang- 
ed front on tlie Store street iriiitter 
and bis ex])lanatloii of the vote in tlie 
council on the matter was also loud- 
l.\' applauded. 

May(u- iMorley was also accorded a 
good rei.-epthni but when he com- 
menced to claim credit for tho present 
prosperous condition of the city and 
hinted tliat the progress in .all lines 
had been due to the work of the coun- 
cil during the two years he hadtwru 
cll during the jiast two .sears he was 
curtly interrupted by a storm of 
laughtc-r. The mayor's aitonipt to e.\- 
plaln the origin of the Citizens' Pro- 
gressive Tit-ket and Ills insinuation 
that tlio plank therein to the effect 
that the government would be ap- 
proached to Kive bark to the city tlie 
personal prorierty tax was a bit of [lo- 
litical trkkery, wa.s- efCi-ctually dis- 
posed of by R. L. Drury- whose declar- 
ations were received with applause by 
the audience Which, gave dedidcd vent 
to Its approbation. Mayor Morley 
eventually, found it prudent to declare 
that he was only taking a little "dig" 
at Mr. Drury for ftin'.s sake 

J. L. BeckwlHi was voted to the 
chair ,'uul lilled tlie position in a man- 
ner satisfactory to all. 'I'he ma.voralty 
candiilales wi-r,- given lialf an hour 
each with Dr. Hall liaviug the right to 
reply. The aldermanlc and school 
trustee candidates were forced to con- 
tent themselves with live ml mites 
each and consequenlly their speeches 
were cut down to the limit. The can- 
didates for school trustees were given 
the first opportunity of speaking and 
were followed by the mayoralty can- 
didates. 

Dr. Hall's Address. 

"I take great pleasure and iiride," 
said i)v. Le-wis Hall, "in aiipeariUK be- 
fore an a.udieiue so (-xtraordinarlly 
large at the cl<.ise of my first cam- 
paign for the hon-irahie position of 
niayiir of the city of Victoria. 1 am 
also proud of the growth and ])ros- 
jjerity that lias ni.-irked the i>rogress 
of this city during tiie past eleven 
years. I have had th^ plettsure of 
representing a portion of the. city as 
alderman for three years, and it is 
for you to decide tomorrow which 
one of us— his worship the mayor or 
myself— shall fill the iiosltlon of 
mayor during the coming ,\ear. (Ap- 
plause.) I have lived amnngst \ ou for 
over twentyone years — ids worship for 
eight or ten — and you know my record 
all along the line. Hut I wish you 
clearly to irtiderstand that on one 
(|Ui-sLl"()n 1 firmly lake in;,- stand — 
(-onslsteiitly Willi my record fm- thirty- 
five years — and that is on the ([ues- 
titjn of moral n;foriii and the neces- 
sity for having a si-ruruilously clean 
city. (Cheers.) iMy n-cord Is before 
you, ladies and gentlemen, on all 
tlii-se matters, and I tonight do not 
hesitate to ehallcngo any person to 
liriiiK forward any case in my life's 
history, whether it were while I was 
representing tho city or at any other 
time, when I .have not taken a 
straight and right stand on all these 
issues. And If I am elected tomorrow 
to be your mayor I will sec that tho 
laws in thi.s connection are strictly 
enforced and that the. record which I 
have made in the past will be con- 
tinued. (Ch(3ers.) 

Relations With Labor, 

"I also feel that I have a strong 
claim upon my friends— the working- 
men — for their support. You all know 
that 1 came from the working class. I 
made the money whii-ii paid lor my 
scliooling and education, and well 
know what it Is to lal.ior with my 
hands. (Aiiplaus<'.) My sympathy is 
and always has t;een fi.ir tlie working 
man, and I have never on public ques- 
tions east a vote that I am ashamed 
of as far as tlie workinginan is con- 
cerned. I, moreover, believe in tin 
(-ightlioiir day and in a I'air wage; 
that is the iiosilion wliicli 1 now take, 
anil have long taken, on this (luostlon; 
and it is the stand which I ,will take 
if elected on all wbrks. , and con- 
tracts that may come under .the con- 
sideration of the city council. It is 
true tliat there is. a fair wage clause 
in the municipal act today, but, ladles 
and gentlemen, it dirc^ct.s current 
wages to be ])ni(i. while I go further 
and declare my Ijeliof that the wages, 
tho romunerallon, paid sliould bo such 
as to enable every man to live and 
to kceji ids wife and family in com- 
fort. (Cheers.) Then! can be no 
question as to my iiiiKitloii i.in that 
point. I'A'cry person should liavo the 
oiiportunlty to secure a good educatimi, 
and unless the head of tho i'aniily got.s 
n good M'.'ige be cammt iiesslbly edu- 
cate his children as he should. I 
stand for all that tonight, If you vote 
against me I cannot help it, but hero 
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you have my platform. (Cheers.) ,,, 

Now, JUst • anbfhei- poliixt. 1 .was 
[d eased to see tho clerks^^et a litilf 
holiday; but fhe* ladles wlio go down 
tfi their work 'it half-past felglJf' and 
nine o'clock In -the nioPiilhg B^v^f little 
opportunity for getting' frefeh - air atid 
recreation"; and t fielleviB th&t_ 4 half 
holiday weekly should be given to ev-' 
ery one throughout our city. (Cheers.. 
Street Improvements, 
"Now, a word in regard to street im- 
provementK. AVe have .about 100 miles 
of streets hi our city, and the great 
majority of them are in bad condition 
but you cannot laj- all the blame for 
this on the present mayor and council. 
AVe h;ive heretofore not had the money 
to keep them in proper shape, and I 
now advoc-ate the abandonment by tho 
governineni of the business men's tax, 
wliicli I believe, ladies and gentlemen, 
sliould be retained by the city. (Aji- 
[jlause). This is the only province in 
the Dominion of Canada where the 
government c'ollects such a tax to bo 
.spent on government works. And if 
you elect me mayor I am lirnily con- 
vinced that in a very short time wo 
will be able to Induce the government 
to abandon that tax, which now 
amounts to $20,000 or $30,000 por an- 
luim, and this will go a long way to- 
wards li.xing up some of our streets. 
(Cheers). 

"I am in favor of the local ini- i 
proveiiient by-law In Its jiresent sliapi 
— inaugurated. If I mistake not, by 
Mayor I^edfern — properly owners pay- 
ing two-tlilrds and the city one-third. 
Tills, in my opinion, is fair and equita- 
ble. I am not, liowever, in favor of the 
property-owners paying the entire 
cost of local improvements; and I will 
tell you why: If such A laAV were now 
passed, in respect to this streets where 
we are living and where many of us 
have lived probably for ten or fifteen 
vears, it would work out very .un.- 
ju.stly towards those who have paid 
at^sossments under the present system. 
Con.3equently, I favor tho plan in vogue 
at tlie present time, combined with the 
securing of the $20,000 or $30,000 con- 
tributed by the business men's tax; 
vMlch will really mean that we will bo 
able to spend not loss than some $riO,- 

000 a year on our streets. And more- 
over, this wdll give a good dotd of 
work and steady employment to our 
worklngmen, not only for one, two or 
three year,?, but for years to come, and 
that too without adding it single dol- 
lar to the city's debt. (Cheers.) Where- 
as toda.\-, under the iirescil system, 
$20,000 a vear is added to the deljt. I 
behove that this policy will enable us 
to put our streets into pretty good 
condition. But on the other hand. 
What will It mean If I am not elected'.' 
Why it will give good ground for tho 
statement that tho iicople of this city 
have shown by tiieir votes that they 
do not want this policy to bo carried 
into effect; and, consecpieiitly, a loop- 
hole for evading the demand, will he 
left open. (Hear, hear.) You, ladles 
and gentlemen, are the Judges In this 
mutter. It is for you tomorrow to make 
your decision, and I leave It with con- 
iid(-nco in your liands. (Glieers.) 

As to His Candidature 
At this iiolnt I wish to make a 
slight digrofisloii. So far as 1 am con- 
cerned I was announced as a candi- 
date In October last. I am not brought 
out on any ticket. I am not the can- 
didate of any iiersoii or of any ticket. 

1 have made no ]dedge In any way 
whatever other than what I have 
Klvcn on the iiubllc platform. No per- 
son, iiKireover, has ever asked me to 
pledge myself in any way, and It this 
had been asked, 1 would have refused 
to give It, for 1 intend to go Into the 
mayor's chair, if I am elected, ab.to- 
lultely uiUranimelicd and determined 
to do the best tliat in me lies, for the 
people of thl.s city of AHctoria from 
tlie humblest to the most exalted 
citizen, (Cheers.) It has long been 
the recognized custom to give tho 
mayor two years and no longer term, 
save in very exceptional clroum- 
Hlances, and I conaequontly fool per- 
fectly .lustlliod In cemiing forward and 
asking for your snffranges at the pro- 
sent time. (Clu-ers.) Tin! matter is 
In your hand.s, and whatever your de- 
cision may bo, I will be perfectly 
satlslted, , , 



Fire Protection 

"Another question of importance j'ou 
must provide money for fire protection. 
A better — and a great deal better — 
equipment is required, and it will take 
a good many thousand dollars to get 
It.. Then several, ^bylaws to bring 
about ■ other ■' cdn'slderable improve- 
ments .■will "^etplabed' before you dur- 
ing the; present year, and it is for 
you to. aeddc tomorrow which of the 
two candldati^s for. .mayor . will- beat 
serve j'ou lb all th6se matters, which 
o£ tlie two 'wlil,.^et the mo^t^, money 
tor you, 'and.;.whjoli;,of., ufs^ t#d- will 
secure th^ gr(ei.ter expehdltiire'' 'Jh the 
interests of the city. ' ' • , ' ' 

I firmly believe that we are . on the 
verge of a much greater growth and 
prosperity than this city has ever 
known before. (Applause). A'ictorla 
is in my estimation — and I have been 
In a good many cities — second lo no 
city in many important particulars. It 
is certainly a niost beautiful city; and 
we can make lt< more, beautiful still. A 
few streets should: be extended; good 
lire protection should be provided; 
;ind an excellent water supply should 
bo secured; all of Which will encourage 
parties In the oast to come here and 
settle amongst us. (Applause). 
Waterworks Question. 
"A bylaw authorizing, the. expendi- 
ture of $619,000 on the improvement 
of the water system, $90,000 of which 
Is to be spent on Elk lake, is before 
you now; and no matter what system 
you decide upon, a reservoir and redis- 
tribution system must be arranged for. 
Only one scheme, however, is at present 
before you. In respect to the ISlk 
lake project, the mayor and council 
unanimously agreed to obtain from Mr. 
Adams a report; ;nid to abide by it. 
That report has been made, a bylaw 
based upon it was prepared, and it Is 
for you to make your decision upon 
this important question tomorrow, 
j "In reference to the proposed ox- 
ipenditurc of $50,000 for motors,' I have 
I lo say that I am not in favor of bor- 
] rowing money for this purpose on a 
|oO-year term; for the simple reason 
I that it is not a good proposition to pay 
j during 50 years for meters that will 
[only last ten years. It means the 
[spending of $25,000 for meters in 50 
years, while the first lot alone at tho 
oxiiiration of that period will have been 
paid for. 

I "In regard to the bylaw for the- im- 
( iiroveiiient of the water supply, I have 
I slm|)ly this to say: We must have 
I more water; and if I were lo ask you 
I not to vote for that bylaw I would not 
j bo an honest man, and would be gh-- 
inj? bad :idviee to the rate-pa.\'ers of 
this city. I .-.idvocatod last year prac- 
tically the same bylaw- that I am sup- 
liortlng tonight, excepting in the mtit- 
tor of iillk lake. The problem of the 
reservoir and redistribution Is the im- 
portant feature of tlie scheme now be- 
fore you, and I believe that the very 
first thing to be d(me Is to sell suffi- 
cient debentures to pay for the con- 
struction of a reservoir. Tills would 
glvi^ employment to quite a, number of 
men, and consequently this juirt .']f 
the jiro.leet shouUl be rushed forward 
as rapidly as possible. (Cheers.) We 
need from 10 to 15 milliou gallons 
more of water daily for fire protection 
and for domestic purposes- But as in 
the present condition of the money 
market we could only gfpt 90 per cent 
for our debentures; we shoiild- be sat- 
l.ified M'lth providing fdr^ better fire 
protection, and the' construction of a 
reservoir in order -that the. plpes may 
always be full, making; complaints of 
lack of pressure utterly Impossible, as 
well as a great deal better supply oC 
water; and If the bylaw is passed that 
Is the policy wliich I — If I am elected 
— will recommend to the council. 
(Cheers.)

The exigencies 
of the iiublie business nre increasing 
so 'J-apidly that wo shall not be sur- 
prised If His Honor suggests to the 
House that the time has come when 
the duties devolying upon tlie 
Chief Commissionei' of 1^-ands and 
Worits can be divided with advantage 
lyetween two mihisters;r";3?'or the same 
rpason-we anticipate tliat the Hotis6 
VviU 'be asked to authorize the prose- 
cution of ^orne extensive surveys. It 
i.s or the greatest importance that tho 
i-esources of the province should he 
hotter understood than they are now, 
and that a plan should be devised 
whereby thei'^'rWenue '■ shfeil-- •'receh e 
adjiquate contributions from the de- 
velopment of those resources. Great 
public works will have to be under- 
taken during the next few ycur.s, and 
as under existing conditions these will 
have to ;be(pr6vId^di;foptilargely out of 
current revenue ra'lsed''wiihlh'' the ))ro- 
viiice, we anticipate that measures 
lofiking towards tlie augnu-ntatlon of 
the revenues will bo foreshadowed. 

AmoiiB-4h«^isufajebt3:-\yiU puh" 
lie will expect a reference In the 
Speech will be that of immigration, 
and It seems to be altogether prob- 
able that tho House will be promi.scd 
a measure dealing with It. Anotlier is 
the proposed Pi'ovincial University. 
It was given out during the last ses- 
sion that the Provincial Secretary 
would devote attention during tho re- 
cess to this matter, and we anticipate 
that His Honor will liave something 
say upon that point. It Is likely 
that \the House will be asked to con- 
sti&er the expediency of assisting rail- 
way development and perhaps hy a 
proposal to grant exemption from tax- 
ation for a limited period to 
some of tlie new railway cmn- 
panies. The Civil Serv'ce may 
also come In for a reference. Wo 
shall, of course, expect His Honor to 
congratulate the province iijxm its 
past prosperity and upon the excel- 
lent condition of the provincial finan- 
ces. In connection with the latter It 
ciiay be mentioned, that some .Incon- 
venience has resulted In the past from 
the date at which tlie fiscal your lie- 
^Ins, and possibly Mis Honor may 
suggest a change in that particular. 
''■If such' a' programme as Is outlined 
above finds' a place In the Speech 
from the Throne today, we feel justi- 
fied in saying that, in view of the cer- 
tainty of other questions arising, and 
also in view of the invariable record of 
legislatures in recent year.s to the ef- 
fect, that many unanticipated matters 
are sure to come up, we look for a 
sessloh of more .than usual interest 
and more than usual value. . 



TODAY'S DUTY 

It appear.s to bo the duty of all citi- 
zens to devote a part of today, at least, 
to doing what they can to improve 
municipal conditions. At a meeting 
held on Tuesday night Alderman Mes- 
tbn .said that the newspapers had 
charged the out-going city council as 
the y/orst Victoria ever had. So far 
as wo have, observed, none of the pa- 

'*pers has said anything of the kind, 
but they Iiave said tiiat tho past two 
years have been years of munlcinal 

, turmoil and uncertainty and have been 
marked ,by a lack of conildonce on the 
pjlTt of the ratepayers in the judg- 
ment and capacity of the city govern- 
ment. Those who think otherwise must 
h3 very Ignorant ' of wliat has taken 

■ place. We have had a council, which 
for two years has wrestled with tho 
question of water supply and has not 
advanced it one iota. After much de- 
bntc and considerable expon.se, the 
ratepayers have been a.skod to vote 
to borrow a sum of inoney for tho 
term of fifty years, and a portion of It 
is for a service which will be only 
very temporary and tho wliolo of It for 
a purpose that will, according to Mr. 
Adams' outside estimate, have to be 
Hbandonod In twenty-five years, and 
will not bo 'adequate for its proposed 
purpose in the meanwhile, without the 
purchase of a large area of land at an 
xmknown cost. This Is the result of 



two years' spent in discussion' mucli' 

of it intemperate and irrelevant Tho 
mccnsequentlnl oftorts of tho Mayor 
and Aldermen to deal with tliis ques- 
I ton ought Vitt>::lead the citizens to leave 
no legitimate .means untried to taring 
about a- change. .» 

The condition of the streets is an- 
otlior reason. They are a' by- word and 
a laughing stock all over the country. 
Wc arc told that there has been no 
money to expend on them. Yet we 
understand that the-oity's reverfue was 
nbout t$70,000 more .last year. than in 
the prfivlous ^fOEft-.^'Of this aljoUt tl6,i 
000 went tor litigation, and sundry 
exceptional items may account for as 
much more. Bitt what lias becomo of 
the other JSS.OOO.ior' $40,000? do 
not say that any bne has improperly 
used it, for wo do not believe it lias 
been so used, but what has been done 
with It? It has been spent and spent 
for some public • purp^os^.. But. why 
was it not spent on the street:?? The 
plea of "no money" will not stand in- 
^'(-■stig:ltion. The IMayor said last Wed- 
nesday niglit tlint the streets are no 
v/erso than tliey always are at this 
season; but siiroly lie does not expect 
any one else to think so. Their condi- 
tion Is deplorable. Every one knows 
it, and avo .should suppose that a large 
majority of the citizens would unite 
in placing in ollice a civic administra- 
tion that would not seek to excuse the. 
state of the streets, and be satisfied 
with them, because they think they are 
just as good as they ever 'are V,'e do 
not believe that Government street 
lias been in as bad a shape since the 
day the Hudson Bay Company built its 
fori. here. All manner of excuses have 
been made for it, but there is not one 
of them that a business mari would 
tolerate if It were given -by an em- 
ployee In extenuation of some neglect 
on his part. This brings us to two 
planks in the platform of the Progres- 
sive Ticket. They propose to aslc tho 
government to adopt the policy of as- 
sisting in beautifying the city. As far 
as we have observed none of the other 
candidates have expressed' therhselves 
as favorable to this view. They have 
also declared that they will ask for 
the payment of a certain proportion of 
the .personal property tax to the muni- 
cipality to be expended on street im- 
pi'ovements. We are not in a posi- 
tion to say how these propositions are 
regarded by the government, but we 
feel that If the. people of Victoria de- 
clin'e to prorioiirice In favor' of thti ni'-n, 
who LU-e advocating thcni, If they n;- 
turn to ])ower the men in whom tlie 
ratepayer.s have declined to express 
confiderice, it \yi^l not strengthen any 
aiiplicatlon that' might be made to tlie 
government along the lines mentioned. 

Much has been said b.v certain can- 
didates»''as H:o'niielr" peculiar identiii- 
eation with the cause of morality. 
These gentlemen profess that tlun- 
alone are moral, thai they alone can 
be trusted to make this a clea.n city. 
The only tangible evidence so far given 
by them of their Jdeas. of practical 
reform was in connection with the sale 
of liquors in groceries, and the result 
lias been that they have advertised 
what was before their interference in- 
conjpicuous, and have increased tho 
amount of the sales in the places 
where they professed they would re- 
strict it. In regard to tho social evil, 
the .^^ayor in his report takes credit 
for driving It out of places where it 
was hidden. The result has been, as 
it is alway.? likely to be In cases of 
sham reform, that It has been foi'ced 
into the light of day and Into the very 
faces of the respectable public. ^Ye 
raise no question as to the sincerity 
of these self-styled reformers, hut only 
point out that the results .^peak very 
badly for their judgment. On the 
general propositimi we submit that the 
names of the gentlemen on the Pro- 
gressive Ticket arc such that the com- 
munity will feeli that its moral status 
will not suffer by their being placed In 
power, and that everything calculated 
to develop a better tone in tlie city v,-ill 
receive their cortli.al support. 

The extcMit to wliirh personalities 
have been introduced into tlii,-; cam- 
paign is almost without precedent, and 
such work has been wholly confined to 
those who are supporting Mr. .Morley 
and the aldermanlc candidates who are 
ranged with him. The principal as- 
sault, so far as the candidates are con- 
cerned, has been upon Dr. Hall, a can- 
didate for the mayoralty. , Dr. Hall has 
long been a resident of this city. Ho 
has an lionorabic career. Ho has built 
himself up by lianl work to a poslClon 
of prominence. Ho has always been 
identified with good works, and been 
respected as a Christian gentlemiin. 
Yet today he is declared to be the ally 
of vice and Immorality. Is a in.an's 
life record worth nothhig in this com- 
munity,? Can an.v evill.v di.-ipo.sed jier- 
son a).uiek with impunity the cliaracter 
of a' thoroughly respectable ■ citizen 
and have his slanders accepted without 
a shtidow of proof? Wc call upon tho 
people v/ho have kno-svii Dr. Hall for 
many years, who have seen him in tho 
varoua public /capacities In '%hlch he 
has served, we' call upon all right- 
thinking people to .stamp with their 
disapproval today tlie attempt to con- 
nect him by hagc innuendoes and by 
miserable insinuations with Immoral 
and debasing Influence!!. 

Speaking generally we Q.sk every 
voter in Victoria to consider carefully 
tho duty which devolves upon them 
today. They know how municipal af- 
fairs havo boon managed during the 
past two years. They icnow that this 
managoment has been In tho highest 
degree unsatisfactory to- every one. 
They must know, as reasonataio moii

The view 
of the ordinary citizen will unques- 
tionably be that, inasmuch as the 
doctors forbid a return to the more ex- 
citing arena of the House of (;;omnions, 
a iilace ought at once to bi' found for 
Lord Curxon in tlie House of Lcn-ds. 
it is needless to sa.\' that ho will lie 
an ornameiu to that assembly for hi.s 
oratoric:il gifts are surpassed by few 
among living statesmen. I'.ut oratory 
I.! a matter of secondary importanc-:'. 
What is most needed Is his counsel 
and criticism, and, though a man mav 
give wise counsel and utt(>r Judicial 
criticism elsewhere than in one of tlie 
two Houses of Barllament, both gather 
greater weight from the place of de-. 
livery, and for statesmen to be out- 
side Parliament Is to be outside the 
jnain current of iiolitical life. We 
say again that there o leht not to 
have been the slightisi, difficulty 
about finding .a place for Lord (Uirzon 
in the .House of Lords when the doc- 
tors forbinlo him the House of Coin- 
mons. There will be wldesjiread In- 
dignation at the prime mini.-ter's un- 
woi-thy rcfu.'^Mil, which lias at length 
been revealed, and a sincere wish 
that Ihe Irish Peers may chivalrous-ly 
give r.ord rur;;ein the opportunity of 
re-entering public life, to which lie Is 
Impelled by his honorable ambition, 
his eager patriotism, and his splendid 
sense of public duty. 

London -Morning Post.— Lord. .C.iiriion, 
of Ivcrdc.s'ton;' iiV a letter of which tli'e 
'text i.V'iiubll.-ilie'd this niornlng, jioses 
his candidature for the vacancy caused 
by the deatji of Lord Kilinaine among 
the Irish rejiresiMilatlve peers.

Whore on a I'ough day the surf 
bredks" against the driftwood drench- 
ing spume oyer the 'caving bank of 
earth, where 'once was the fence of 
Ross Bay cemetery, there aro a num- 
ber of broken coffins, some with cloth- 
ing and debris mixed with a heap of 
fallen clay, lying exposed on shelving 
earth where tlie sea has washed its 
way. The gi'sives into which the • 'sea 
has cut a way leaving them uncovered 
facing the Insweeplng surf which 
.surges into Ross bay at some stages of 
the wind aro mostly, if not all, those 
of Chinese; probably the long-buried 
skeletons have been removed as is the 
custom of the Celestials for transpor- 
tation to China under arrangement 
with the Tungwah hospital of Canton 
which attends' to the reburial of the 
small boxes of bones Khi])ped home- 
ward by Oriental liners. Some of the 
nearby residents, liowever, tell of 
bones being found in tlie debris brok- 
en away with the rotting coffins, but 
>-estorday, altiuiugh rotted clothing 
was admixed with, the clay and earth 
fallen from the breaking bank Into the 
broken coffins, there were no signa 
apparent of human bones; -whenya ro- 
pdrte^ for the Colonist visited the 
place. 

Eight uncovered cpffins, all broken, 
-some with but a side remaining lodged 
in the bank of clay and earth, were to 
lie seen. Near them 'were rows of 
sunken graves, ,oblong holes from two 
to three feet deep '-Where the onetime 
mounds have sunlt with the action of 
the water. The.sc ' deprpdslons are pools 
of water after the rains or following 
a wind which lashes the sea against 
the bank. The pieces of deal lioard, 
of which the coffins . wre made, are 
for the most part.>vashed clean of the 
Chinese characters that were painted 
by friends to mark the graves or any- 
thing else that provide means of iden- 
tification; some of tlie coffin.s liave 
fallen out witli the caving of the 
graves and have been splintered 
among the driftwood that piles on tiio 
drifting sand of the beach. 

The earlier winter storms laid low 
a large amount of the cemetery fence 
lifting Its unstable posts and placing 
It except where it has been broken by 
the trunks of the wind-blown trees 
en masse upon the grass. Some of 
tiie fence fell, tlic ground being wash- 
ed from beneath it. The banli here i 
undercut, and as it has caved it lia 
already unco\-ered many coffins and 
other graves are threatened with like 
destruelion. 

On the beach were teams hauUnf 
driftwood logs and the drivers point- 
ed out the wrecked coffins perched ii 
tlie w,al,l of • ^)rpken earth, "One has 
to be careful not to haul .away a cof- 
fin anwng the,drUtwoo.d," said one of 
the drivers. Some children were play- 
ing on Ihe beach, one pitching pebbles 
while another batted them with 
.piece, .of >yood^..,..It .Ty.as^atB.iepe , flf .rot- 
t|.|i cedar. ' part of Ihe 'Rid'eboajid of 
' one i-of ' the* Tivtercked ' -:oi3f f Insi'^' Inif^the 
surf, ebbing noisily, was another aniall 
piece of a wrecked coffin. This had 
seemlnglyt^been -butjc recently swept 
from-'the wall, for, nearby a fresh fall 
of earth, seemingly scarcely a day old, 
had carried down with it two sides of 
a coffin, wliicli broke and splintered 
In the fall, becoming mixed with the 
fallen clay. 

The. first ,on6, ■ pointed oijt. could 
scarce .ca11e;d.. a;< ^offlo: ' It ,,w.as no 
niore than' one'stdS of Hvhat had been 
one, showing like a cedar panel In the 
wall near where an uprooted arbutus 
tree had fallen asprawl on the hand. 
Twenty yards away, close by where a 
small ditch emptied onto the beacli, 
cutting its way through the sand, was 
a small brick wall jutting from the 
bank, uncovered by ' a recent cave, 
and where a larger fall iiad taken 
place six feet distant were two ends, 
one side and the bottom of a coffin- 
There iioemed nothing mmo in this 
but a small heaji of earth, tlic skeleton 
of the occupant having jirobaijly been 
removed by the Chinese Benevolent 
society, which Icoks after tlie welfare 
of its iieople. IV, v.as caught only at 
tho head and f.iot, lodged like a shelf 
of rotten red coslar. Ten fei't a\\a.\' or 
less was another broken coffiir caught 
In the earth, this having a quantity 
of bUie-eyeil clothing and otlier sub- 
stance mixed \\ith the earth that had 
fallen into it as the bank caved .away. 

Tiie (lania.ge, at presi.'nt, seems to bo 
confineii to the .section of the ceme- 
tery where the Chinese formerly bur- 
ied their dead, close by the disuscil al- 
tar with Its twin fiirn.-ice.s of cement 
where the joss-pai)ers are burned and 
tlio roasted pig was one-time left to 
tempt the \-agrant .Siwash from his 
canoe until the Chinese revised their 
customs to the extent of carting the 
|)ork back to Clunatown that the liv- 
ing might feed therefrom. 

There Is a considerable section 
about a hundred yards where the 
ground stands higher above the sea- 
l< v('i (hat Is now in danger. There, 
though the fence still stands, anyone 
i may see by a glance from the beach 
I below that the sea Is undercutting the 
land, tearing away the earth from the' 
roots of tho trees and shrubs, foot by 
foot. There is evidence of a further 
incursion of the sea after every storm, 
and it seems that unless something is 
done, and done soon, a section of the 
cemetery, which holds many graves, a 
number with fine marble and granite 
monuments to mark them, wlU be ser- 
iously endangered.

HIGGINS NOT ALLOWED 
TP ADDRESS THE COURT 

Injunction Granted Restrain- 
ing Mayor From .Remov-, 
in^ Women's Names^- , • 

Mr. Justlbe Clenieht yesterday re^-' 
fused to hear Frank Hlgglns when ap- 
plication was made before him for an 
Injunctioh restraining the mayor from 
removing Mrs. Gleason's name from, 
the voters' list. The application wa's 
made by Harold Robertson on behalf 
of Airs. Gleason, and the mayor was 
represented by J. W. Taylor, K. C, 
who did not, liowever, contest the ap- 
plication, Mr. Hlgglns sought recog- 
nition on the ground tliat h-a had 
made tho application which the In- 
lunction now asked for would nullify. 
He subsequently asked permission to 
I)ut the court in possession of impor- 
tant facts which, he said, were not to 
be found in the alHdavit filed in sup- 
port of tho application. His lordship, 
however, declined to liear him, al- 
tliougli it was jiointod out that the 
matter was one of grave public import 
attecting many persons besides the one 
In whose . name the particular appli- 
cation was made. Mr. Higgins sought 
to point out that a number of the 
ladies wliose names were ordered re- 
moved by Magistrate Jay were given 
riotlce of tlie proceedings, but was not 
permitted to do so. Magistrate Jay 
■vya^ also unable^ to be ]n'esent, being 
busy at the time in the small debts 
court. ■ 

In granting the injunctl6p-/aaked for 
his lordship said that where ho special 
procedure was provided .In the statute 
having applicatfon the" "magistrate or 
_J*adge is required- to follow the' ordin- 
ary procedure In his court. In this 
case the court .was a police court 
where a persop&l summons was cus- 
tomary and consequently should have 
been Issued^ As the defendant was 
served by publication .in the news- 
paper the magistrate - had ney,i|r ac-, 
quired tlie jurisdiction, necessary,' for 
him to try the case. 

IMr. Taylor stated that the mayor, 
had, most conveniently, been too busy 
to pay any attention to tho order of 
the police magistrate requiring him to 
remove from tho list a number of 
names, a considerable proportion of 
which aro generally conceded to bo 
those of ills supporters, and. he pro- 
duced the offlclal list in court un- 
touched. Had tho order been obeyed, 
of course tho injunction would have 
been inoperative. But it was not, and 
this application was made on the la.^i. 
day. It was rumored some days ago 
that the mayor had neglected to com- 
ply witli the order to strike some of 
his supporters' names off the list, and 
there was some talk of applying for 
a mandamus compelling him to do so. 
The mayor and his representatives, 
however, stated that the names had 
been removed from the list, and they 
were believed. It now appears that 
the names had been merely removed 
from copies of the list gotten out for 
use In the various wards, but not 
from the omcial list. 

■The application was not contested, 
Mr. Taylor stating to the court that 
he was in the position of having ad- 
vised- the mayor not to do what the 
.order- asked for would prevent him 
from doing. 

The net result of it Is, that though 
the Injunction only-appiies .specilically 
to one name, the mayor will issue in- 
str.uctlona that all these whoso names 
were removed hy Mr. .Jay's, order be 
perhiltted to .-ybte. ; ,, . , . .

Mr. Justice Jlarthi yesterday ren- 
dered a judgment in connection with 
the Chehalis collision ca.se vvliich lixes 
the practice in regard to increased 
fees to counsel in important cases. 
Under the rules but a limited fee can 
be taxed, but where there are special 
circumstances, It Is customary to ap- 
ply to the trial judge for a flat grant- 
ing a special fee. In., the appended 
judgment ' his', Idrdshlp gives his rea- 
sons for alldwiiig. an undsually liand- 
some allowance In the case In ques- 
tion and also details tlje practice gov- 
erning such applications. 

Tlio text of the judgment follows: 
"I am asked by the defendants' 
counsel to grant a flat for increased 
counsel f..;es on tho trial of these six 
consolidated actions. Seeiiig that ap- 
plications of this kind are of late be- 
coming more frequent (probably in 
view of tho. recent greatly increased 
cost of living, which doubtless com- 
pels solicitors to brief leading counsel 
accordingly) It seema opportune for the 
Information of the profession to give 
niy reasons 'for granting the applica- 
tion, so that it- may be some guide on 
future occasions. 

"These cases, though tried together, 
yet involved some distinct is.^ues, so I 
decided that it would be proper to al- 
low each side to be represented by 
three counsel, regarding, for the pur- 
poses of 'taxation, two of them as sen- 
iors and one junior.

HERE AND THERE 



In British Columbia we liave some 
difficulty in understanding the atti- 
tude of people in otlier jiarts of Canada 
towards the English immigrant. It 
is too common to find ne\vspapers 
speaking of Englishmen as if it were 
exceptional to find among them men 
and women who are lui aciiuisiLion 
to i^anada. 

Here, In every walk of life, the Eng- 
lisbmun takes his place beside men 
from other parts of Canada, and from 
other colonies and from the United 
States. He works In the mines, he 
tills the farms, he Is .prominent among 
professional men and is to be found 
in tlie business world. A small num- 
ber hiip retired from actio life, and 
are spending the earnings of their 
working time In our province. 

AVherever they are' to l)e found there 
will be seen honest, tliorongli worlc. 
It ma.\' he .tjrante.d tliat in<^xperieneeci 
men, finding themselves in an alto- 
gether strange environment, have 
made jnistakes. But these were the 
s.ame sort of errors as were made by 
the forefathers of those who are proud 
to bear the name of Canadians. It 
would bo hard to tell how much their 
sons and grandsons have profited by 
these mistakes. There have been a 
few whose vices have been their ruin, 
but unfortunately- the sins and ex- 
cesses which have cost them more 
than life ore not confined to men who 
come from Great Britain. 

In tho new land, where there is such 
Im.ste to pet rich and where, we are 
told, dishonest workmanship is all too 
common, the value of national charac- 
ter to a, body of good worklngmcn can 
scarcely be overestimated. 

Among the emigrants from the old 
land who have come, and are coining 
In increasing numbers, are many who 
have for generations lieen people of 
education and culture. .Some arc col- 
lege graduates, many have attended 
the great public schools to which Eng- 
land owes 80 much. They are familiar 
with the history of their country and 
have some acquaintance with Its liter- 
ature. They know something of tho 
lives of the men who have made Eng- 
land great and are influenced by their 
•spirit. Who .shall say that these men 
do not bring to this new country an 
element tbrit is greatly needed'.' They 
are, too, as a rule, men in the prime 
of youth, strong physically and men- 
tally. Many of these bring with them 
their \\'ivos and little children. Can- 
ada has ample room for such colonist, 
b;)tli for what they are and for what 
they can do. If among them trero 
are a few with an overweening sense 
of their own importance, Canadians 
can afford to smile at eccentricities 
that will disappear with age and ex- 
perience. 

If in this new land English youth 
can find wider scope for their energies 
and a broader field for their ability, 
Canada will he the gainer.

,'ihvays be washed in tepid, not cold j 
water.

HOUSEHOLD SUGGESTIONS 

To keep linoleum, bright use sweet 
milk' in water "td .NX'dsh it. 

To brighten old lamp burners, boil 
fifteen minutes in I tittermilk. 

Charcoal in pieces the sizi^, o.f pea, 
or Inirned corn, once a week Is Val- 
uable for all poultry. 

Outside leaves of lettuce, if Iiolled, 
drtiitied and chopiied, and eci'v'i'iI on 
toast, like .spinach, are delicious. 

To clean bron'^e wash the surface 
with pulverized whiting, then rub wit.i 
paste of plumbago and saffron and 
heat the article before a slow lire. 

Brass or copR^; n^ay be easily clean- 
ed by rubbing -:VS^ith a wet, soapy rag 
dipppd In powdered bath brick. Polish 
afterward \yith ,;b. soft dry cloth or 
new%aper; 

Wlien bolliniRltbacon, or ham-, add a 
little vinegar ;aJ\aitwo pr three 'cloves 
to the water and. 'leave tlte' bacon in 
after until the water Is cold. The flavor 
will bo deUclou.i, 

When roasting moat If there is dan- 
ger of its becoming too brown place a 
basin of water in tlie oven. The steam 
from the water will prevent the meat 
from scorching and it will cook bet- 
ter. 

Greasy water should never be thrown 
down the sink. Put it in the garden, 
Tiiere is no better manure, and flowers 
especially roses, bloom splendidly if a 
little is occasionally poured round the 
roots. 

^^'hen using beef or mutton drip- 
ping instead of butter fm- jiastrv' try 
beating i| to a ercaiu \y\th a s(iueeze of 
lemon Juice. This uill take n\\:iy the 
taste that some iieojjle object to in 
drijiiiing-made ]ia,slry and make it 
beautifully light and cris|i. 

To remove ink stains from a colored 
tablecloth dissidve tr teasiioonful of 
oxalic acid in a teacupful of hot water, 
rtub thi.'; srdution well into the stain 
until it disapiiearii. If aiiplied at once 
before the ink has h:id time to dry in 
this will quite remove it. 

AVlien papering a room, if you .are .a 
novice at the business, choose either 
a plain or striped fi'iper, as there is 
then no dlflloulty In making the pat- 
torn hi. If tho paper is striped, cut 
tho stripes from tho plecc.3 left over' 
and use them wrong way up for a 
frieze. The cross-cross effect Is de- 
lightful. 

Useful little Rabija najjldn-holders are 
easy arid' irieiciSensive to m'alce.' Select 
r.atlier large I'Ings (ten required for 
each), half-a-yard of pretty colored 
ribbon about three-nuarters of. an inch 
wide. But two rings on; alip through 
tho back of the second one, dnilw 
tight, and slip ribbon to the left, 
through the ring standing up, taking 
care to leave four and a half liuSie.s 
of ribbon each side to tie together in 
a tasteful bow. 

You can make a very practical lit- 
tle contrivance for u.sc on ironing day. 
It eonsl.sts of a block of wood, about 
five Inches sriuare. I'Mve holes are 
boretl In this block and Jilled with 
beeswax. These are eo\'(>red with 11, 
piece of muslin. The nthei- side of 
the block- is co\'ei'eil with emery-cloth. 
The I'luery side of the block is used 
to rub the Iron on if the starch stick.s, 
and the wax side gives the iron 
smoothness. • ■

Put into a deep pan or basin a pint 
of sliced tart apples, a cupful of sugar, 
some hits of butter, a half cupful of 
water jind spice as preferred. Alake 
a light cake b.atter, using two eggs, ,'i 
teacupful of mllli, a third of a cupful 
of butter, two teaspooiifuls of baking 
powder and flour to make 11 n little 
stiffer than for layer cake. Beat this 
lightly and pour over tho apples and 
bake about a. half-hour. It Is best 
to test It with a straw' before remov- 
ing from oven., Sorvo with cream or 
Icition sauce, ' ' ' ' ' ,

TO FIT A BONED WAIST 

After the (itted lining ha.s been cut 
out and basted up. it .should be tried 
on. if there are any alterations neces- 
sary use colored thread to indicate 
where the change should be made. Re- 
move the waist and stitch it up out- 
side of the basting, so that the waist 
will not be too tight after it has been 
boned. The whalebone should be 
soaked in water a fav,- hour.s before 
using it, In order to nial<e i» more 
pliable and manageable. AVhcn it is 
ready for use rcmovr.' it fr'.im the wa- 
ter and dr.s' it carefully and thorough- 
ly- 

Now round it at the top and scrape 
it off at the sides an inch deep to 
make the ends thinner. Use bias bone 
casing, one-half an inch wide, and 
form a one-inch iooj) at the top of the 
casing. Lay the centre of the casing 
over the seam of the lining and sew it 
down with small running stitclK's. The 
casing should be carefully put on, full 
enough to wrinkle, so as to allow tho 
whalebone to be sprung properly at 
the waistline, between the lining and 
the casing. Then Insert the whalebone 
and push it up from tho lower edge 
of the waist, between the lining and 
the casing, which extends one and 
one-half Inches above the vValstllne. 
I' rom this tack down, tho bone should 
be forced enough to make It curve 
slightly. It Is held In position and 
tacked three-quarters of an Inch be- 
low the waistline. "Wlien boning the 
back of the waist, stitch down tho 
back on each side, three-eighths of 
an inch from the edge, to form the 
casing- Now Insert the whalebone and 
tack It In place, allowing the bones to 
extend on an oven line with tlu^ rest 
of the seam-s. 

In a fitted lining the hooks and eyes 
should be sewed from the c(jllar to the 
top of tho bon(! alternately and from 
tho top of the bone to the bottom all 
hooks sliould be sewed on tho right 
side of the bacl(. 'I'ho hooks and eyes 
should hi', faced with the remainder of 
Ilie llap, and If there is not enough of 
this, use a piece of bone casing. J'^ach 
hook should be spread before it is 
sinvod on, as this prevents it from 
slipping.

ENGLISH_WEATHER 

As. a small child once Temarked, 
philosophizing, •'weather, .IS what hap- 
pens, and climate IsVwJiat' goes on all 
the time." It would t?e hard t6 name 
any country where both are objects of 
such contempt as they are in England. 
The sweetest behavior of weather 
elicits no praise; the least failings 
from grace of climate are visited with 
wholesale objuration. The arch-grumb- 
ler among nations cannot but grumble 
at her own most gentle and harmless 
and long-suffering atmospheric condi- 
tions. Wherever dwells an Englishman, 
abroad or at home, there to his dying 
day is his barometer, an instrument 
worthy of a better fate, but dedicated 
willy-nilly, to the promotion of pessim- 
ism. The substructure of all his con- 
versation, especially from Christmas 
to Easter, is meteorological complaint. 
From shore to shore the murmur is 
antiphonal; "So rawl" '"So nasty!" 
"So close!" "So trying!' "So dull!" 
"So awkward!' News of the latest mur- 
der has to force Its way as best it can 
into the streets of cities thus obsessed 
with the dialects of pressure, humidity, 
and precipitation. It amazes Jap and 
Yankee, Turk and Pole, to find a king- 
dom -where a little extra heat or cold is 
of the profoundest interest In railway 
stations and shops; where, as often 
as the clock brings tea-time again, the 
self-same too pathetic topic is trotted 
out in perfect good faith, and without 
one burst of laughter on the part of 
the assembled protestants! 

English folk have been known to say 
that their weather by Its fickleness and 
variety forces itself uiion public atten- 
tion and Incites censure. liut their 
weather Is not jn the least dynamic, 
not really changeable at all; violent 
contrasts are unknown to if. Cool 
June Is the echo. If not the mirror of 
cool January. Any morning or after- 
noon Indifferently, the >'car around, 
may have the same "wavering arras" 
of vapor, the same faint affable tricksy 
sunlight coming and going. The normal 
range of temperature in the most 
southern countries is only about thirty 
degrees; in the north, it 1.=? hardly 
more than twice that, in Its n-iost er- 
rant inoods. — Louise Imogen Guiney. in 
.Scribiiei''s.

Their 
inhalations and exhalations of air worn 
l•eall,^■ from the stomach or Just above 
It — tile heart acting as a pump for the 
pin-e and imjiure blood, the lungs act- 
ing ;iw mere conveyors of alf. 13ach 
part of the body was pcrrorming a na- 
ttiral fmictlon, not an artlllclal one. 

It may be asked since this was the 
al.ioriginal^ custom, or the first way 
humans e\'er breathed, 'ivhy so m;iny of 
us of iTiodcrn days ha\'<' got away from 
it.

To use a race track expres- 
sion, the fields are. well balanced, and 
it would be a poor match- maker In- 
deed who could not select a good card 
from the material- on hand. 

Prom the featherweights up most 
of the classes are well peopled. There 
are good and bad in every division, 
but there are more capable perform- 
ers in sight than there have been at 
any time during the past three years. 
The conditions such that a worthy 
advei'sary could )je named for the best 
man in any one class, something which 
is rather unusual in latter day pugil- 
istic sport. 

Most prominent among the feather- 
weights are Abe Attell and Owen Mo- 
ran. This pair is very much in the 
public eye just now, a fact wliich is 
resented by Tommy Sullivan of Hi. 
I>ouis, who is out. with a cliallenge to 
either Abe or Owen for a contest 
which will involve a side liet rii; tlmu- 
sands in addition to the usual emolu- 
ments. Then there arc l^d Kelly oC 
Buffalo, l.'rankie Xeii, Tommy ti'Toole 
and others. 

The lighlweiglits make a particu- 
lar! brave showing. At the head is 
.Joe Gans, who wishes it to be uiider- 
.stood Ibat h<.' has retired, but who 
is as susceptible to hunches as our 
mercurial friend A. Alutl. l-;ven if 
Gans should stay out, however, there 
are numbers of 133-pounders bidding 
for recognition and there Is little fear 
of dull times in that class. Brltt and 
Nelson, like tlie poor, are always with 
us, and for new blood we have Packy 
McParland, Kid Scaler, "Boer" Un- 
holy and Freddie Welch, nn extreme- 
ly clever KngUsh'lad, at present op- 
erating in the East. The two Johnnies 
— Frayno and Murphy — ars also work- 
ing up the ladder, and last, but not 
least, there is shilty Jack Blackburn, 
a bruiser v.'honi some ot t)ie guild fin<l 
it convenient to bar because of his 
color. 

Black-burn is cert;iinly a dangerous 
customer, and so is Sam Langl'ord, 
anotlier negro, who would be more o£ 
a lliorn in the sides of Mlddlewcights 
Young Ivetchel and Papke if it were 
not that the liue of his skin .-iffords 
an excuse for refusing to niect him. 

Tjiero are very few negro pugiiisis 
in commission ]ut now apparently, 
but such as are In the lists are men 
of rare class. Just thlnW, If there 
were no such thing as the color line 
how the whito-sklnned fighters would 
have to hustle to g-t ii.-ist men like 
I^ightweight l.ilarkburn. Middleweight 
Langfoi-d and Ueasy weiftbt Johnson. 

"With. Langford t^eemiugly unrler the 
ban so far as ehampionship fights arc 
concerned. Young Ket<diel, fMlly Papke, 
Hugo Kelly and .\Ill;e (Twin') Sulli- 
van form the top-liners of tln^ middle- j 
weight division. This is quite a, sbuw- 
ing when the lean years that wcut Ijy 
with never a decen; mid(ile\s'eii,;ht de- 
veloping .are remembered.

BURNS BECOMES PUG 
THROUGH ACCIDENT 

Career of Champion Clianged 
Through Discovery of ■ 
Disguise'- 



Tommy Burns became heavyweight 
pugilist of the world through an acci- 
dent, saye tlio Phlladelplila Itccord: 

Being barred from an niiiateur la- 
crosse team at Detroit after he had 
boon Imported as a star player, ho 
turned his attention to a gymnasium, 
and it was discovered he had natural 
qualifications as ,a pug. And that Was 
only eight years ago. 

,1. A. Madge, niunnger of the Euclid 
cigar store, in the Taylor arcade, was 
secretary of the lacrosse team that im- 
ported Burns from Gait, Out., to Detroit. 
At that time Burns was known by his 
right name, Nonb P.russo. 

The Detroit lacrosse team had some 
hard games .ahead, and not llndlng the 
local talent quite up to snufl', hit upon 
the Kclicmo of getting Brusso. So Mr. 
Rlud.ge sent to Gait, and had Burns hike 
to Detroit. He arrived nnd in some way 
ills Identity became known. Ho was 
liarred then from the amateur rank ;. 
However, iiloe.g enmo contests wli.i 

required. Burns disguised lilmself b;. 
using a false nioustncho, bi;t during a 
Bcrhnmago the extra whiskers fell off, 
and the opposing team got wl.se. That 
created quite an athletic scandal In De- 
troit. Incidentally It drove Burns out 
of the lacrosse game and lie turned to 
the Detroit Athletic cluli's gymnasium, 

At that time .lack Collins was utlilotio 
director there, Collins had been some- 
thing of a piig In Ilia day and Burns 
looked awfully good. Burns was a 
strapping big follow, and was in prime 
coiiilltion hocau.se oC his lacrosse train- 
ing. However, ho didn't know the flr.st 
tiling about boxing, but when Collins 
put him wise ho was willing to learn. 
After diligent training under the direc- 
tion of Collins, Burns acquired somn 
skill, and commcneod to meet outsiders 
in tlie suhurbi! oi' Detroit. 

His first real go was with T5d Shol- 
treaii, a Frenchman, at the D. A. C, 
about six years ago In the fourth 
round Burns lost his nerve, and after 
receiving a fow jolts he told Collins ho 
didn't believe he was cut out for a pu- 
glllst. Collins allowed he was, and 
threatened to give him an awCul beating 
if he didn't finish the bout. He did 
and it went to a draw. Tills was quite 
an accomplishment for Bums at that 
time, as his opponent was a man nt 
much experience. Later ho had a fight 
with this same man and won in elglit 
rounds. 

.Burns grew busy, then In the fight- 
ing game. Numerous bouts Were held 
in and about Detroit, •Bums' share of 
the receipts afton being less than $10, 
He liked the sport nnd took to it. He 
finally got a bout with Mike Pchreck. 
He lost, but attracted widiT attention. 

Then domestic troubles and the death 
of an opponent In tho ring clouded the 
Brusso horizon. Mrs. Brusso aUegcd 
that her husband did not support her. 
and sued to that effect. Brusso sold 
ills household goods and wr.nt to ■Tndl- 
nnapolis and changed his name. A few 
months later ho dep.artcd for tho Pacific 
coast, and after that developed very 
rapidly. 

Ho K-ept on fighting Until ho Is now 

nt tlie top of Ills class, and started .-ill 
liooauso his false moust.iche fell off, 
nnd he was deprived of an easy living 
as a professional lacrosse player.

Writer' in Eastern Paper Suggests 
Forming Team in Canada to 
Defeat Old Country 

The following letter received In- the 
sporting editor of an easti-rn paper 
speaks of the possibility of ('.'inadu 
becoming a great center and will be 
read with interest by admin.u-s of the 
grand Knglish gajiie in this citv: 

Please i)ermlt me through the im d- 
ium of your paper to say something m' 
cricket in Canada. Hef.ire expressing 
my opinion on the subject, it may be 
well to touch upon Ganada's import- 
ance. As one glances tlirough the 
Weekly Times of Kngland, the Spec- 
tator, Munsey's iMagazlne, etc., ho can- 
not be otherwis(? but impressed \vlth 
its Importance. The \\'eel;ly Times of 
October and November show the good 
work her university men arc doing as 
post -graduate students in Sctoland 
and England. An O^ler in medicine 
lias never been surpassed, and, in 
short, Canada's position today among 
the nations is an enviable one. Agri- 
culture is pretty well developed and 
Cobalt never ceases to yield her min- 
eral wealth. Figures can be given, 
but it is not the purpose of this let- 
ter. An Amerlian gentleman, In tho 
October number of Munsey's Maga- 
zine, dealing with tho wheat produced 
in Canada ami of that of tho United 
States sa.es tliere is absolutely no 
comparison. l''rlces of the day are dls- 
cu.^sed to very great advantage. Bear- 
ing In niind her jiosltion In the differ- 
ent s]>liei-i's mentioned Is my reason 
for writing this letter. Cricket, it is 
readily seen. Is little played bei-e, but 
there are players.

Ability to. Pick Up Spares is Certain 
liidioHtioif of Firtjishod'and Strong 
■;■ ' , BoN^ier 



Sparc bowling Is' tho side of the 
great winter game that distinguishes 
tlio expert from tho averago performer. 
The man ^vho can pick up spares right 
along is the man who always has big 
scores. 

But tho clement oC lucic is so strong 
;in bowling that instead of the ordin- 
ary spares being left by the first ball, 
splits occur. These splits arc the bane 
of every bowler and so varied are they 
that tho greatest skill is needed to got 
the pins. 

It would be Impossible to give a list 
of all tho splits for they are so differ- 
ent that hundreds ; Of com'blnatlons are 

po.Hslble. 

The most common split Is the 5-10, 
funilliar to every bowler or spectator. 
To pick it up the ball Is sent down tlie 
alley to strlke'.the' B.'plp. and the hall Is 
dellected onoug'K'W ' the "right to got 
No. 10. 

Hero is how a few of tho other.s are 
picked up: 

No. 1.— -The 5-7-0 .split, ball strikes 
5 pin lightly, sending the pin against 
7, while tho ball gets 9. 

No. 2.-^The 1-7-0-10 split is dltTicult. 
The ball strikes 4 lightly on the left 
side, causing the pin to carorn and pick 
up 1) and 10 the call carrvlng 7. 

No. ,3.— The 3-5-0-10 split is difli- 
cidt. Tho ball must hit tho 3 pin just 
full enough so tlic pin will strike 5 at 
the proper angle to send It against 9. 
Ball carripg 10 pip. 

No. 4.— The 2-4-:S-S-10 split Is not as 
difficult as it looks. The ball strikes 
'■i pin full and 'passes between 4 and 5, 
carrying 8. Ko. B Is bit thin, sending 
it across the alley, picking up 10. 

No. 5.— The 3-6-8-10 split is simple. 
The ball hits No. 8 one-third full on 
the left side and the pin gets and 
10. Ball carries No. 8. 

No. 6.— Tho 2-4-7-0-9-10 split i.s a 
long chance ^ndeedi • The ball hits 
No. 2 on extreme left,. tho pin caroms 
and gets th6 6. 9 and 10 pins, while the 
ball carries 4 sipd T .pins. ■ 

No. 7.~The .2-6-10 split Is> harder 
than it appears. The ball hits 2 one- 
nfth full and 2 caroms and gets 5 
and 10. 

The railroad split as the 4-7-6-10 Is 
known has 'been made, but upon rare 
occasions. To make It the' ball must 
cut the 4 pin so 'line that it siidca 
across the alley and ' gets the .C and 
10 pins, while the hall picks up No. 7. 

Like toilliards. . the possibilities of 
bowling are unlimited. A ball which 
Htrikes 'iseemingly perfect leaves queer 
formations at times' and caiises wonder 
that such a thing is-possible. Strikes 
are easier to get than 'dlfflcult spares 
and the man who can go through an 
evening picking up spares is the fm-

from San Franc i.sco. 

Following the withdrawal of the 
Oceanic line, which connected S;in 
: Franciseo with Australia, via Honn- 
■lulu. Apia and Auckland, it is report- 
ed from San I'rancisco that an ar- 
rangement is pending wherebj- the 
Oceatiic company's steamers ruiuiing 
to Tahiti will connect at the French 
island port in the South Pacilic v>ith 
slc-iimers from Australia and New 
ZoaUuul. The TTnited States consul- 
general al Auckland in a recent re- 
port t(i Ills government writes at 
length of the opportunities for gain- 
ing New Zc.ilaiid trade, which is now 
iKiing lost to the t'nitcd Slates as a 
result iif the discontinuance of the 
tJceauic service, and he says: 

If the United .States wishes to secure 
the inniortanl advantages mentioned- 
it should act before a permanent sat- 
isfactory service .shall have been es- 
tablish(!d via Vancouver. New Zea- 
land is not getting the accommodation 
rt needs, for the Vancouver, service is 
slow, docs not touch at Auckland, and 
mail connections have to be made via 
Fiji outward and Sydney Inward. Since 
the withdrawal of the Oceanic line 
there .have been many complaints from 
thev merchants- of Auckland and other 
parts of New Zealand. Now that the 
boats have been taken off it Is rcal- 
■' Ized that more strenuous efforts 
shoilld have been made to retain the 
.service.- That the merchants of Auck- 
hind are anxious for a better mail .ser- 
vice as soon as possible was evi- 
denced at a recent meeting of the 
Auckland Chamber of C!ommerce. A 
. motion was carried "that the chair- 
man he empowered in the name of 
tlie chamber to ninlce rci)n srnl,'i) inns 
to the governnieut in the direction nf 
securing an improvi'd service." 

A'ServIco such as has been de.'jcrib- 
ed, making it possible to make the 
vovage from London to Auckland in 
twenty-six days, and from San Fran- 
ci.sco to Auckland in sixteen days, 
would have to be subsidized to guar- 
antee the owners from losing money 
at the start.

Aid. Hall explained liis stand on the 
.Store street question and declared that 
the mayor did not properly represent 
liis stand on that matter.

He declared that 
at the first meeting it . had be<in agreed 
among the aldecmen that a lime limit 
Of ten years should be inserted In the 
agreement and he had understood that 
that had been done. rThe mayor had 
taken away- 'the' draft Agreement to 
have that time limit put in, but at the 
next meeting when the agreement was 
considered. ppjaiiohsUmlt was, cqntained 
therein.' Wh'en he had "given his vote 
for the agreement he had done so on 
the underistandihg -that the 'time limit 
was In it. - If the clause had been re- 
talried-the city would have had tho 
right, when the company came again 
for .ah extension of time to have dic- 
tated the "ternis on which the company 
could continue Its use of Store street. 
"When' at "the su<ieeding meeting 
thS^niatter was taken up and no time 
liftjlfw^as included he had voted against 
the agreement with the objectional 
clause 15 retained. He offered to give 
$250 to a public charity should it be 
shown that his explanation was not 
the'' correct one, 

Aldermanic Candidates 

Aid. Anton Henderson, chairman of 
the streets, bridges and sewer com- 
mittee of the last council and candi- 
date for "Ward 'flye tfAmed tn theOPro- 
gresslve. ticket, was wpll .received. He 
realized'- one thing and that was the 
necessity for a larger hall. This had 
not been a plank, In his platform but 
he had added it since his arrival at 
tile meeting. He hoped he had mer- 
ited the support of the electors during 
the past year., Owing to the short- 
ness of time allowed him, lie could 
not go into details. He promised that 
Government street would be paved 
within the next month. To tlie ques- 
tion presented t.i the- mayor why "Gov- 
ernment street liad not been paved 
before Aid. Hdnderson said the pro- 
perty owners liad seen fit to defeat 
the proposition, but had accepted the 
latest scheme and \york would start 
at once thougli some delay hud been 
occasioned by scarcity of blocks. He 
had found the past year one of the 
busiest in ills career. He asked the 
ratepajers to vote for the bylaws and 
the referendum and declared a mu- 
nicipal owned waterworks and incin- 
erator would be best for the city. He 
claimed that the Ksquimalt Water- 
works found the system of a reser- 
voir the proper businesslilvc one and 
he thought Victoria slioiild follow the 
example of the company and by adopt- 
ing the reservoir idea and metering 
the cil\' make Elk lake do for the 
next lifteen years. He was not at all 
in favor of going at once to Sooke 
lake. If Elk lake would only last two 
year.s it v/ould pay the city to use 
that source rather than go at once to 
Sooke lake. He claimed the system 
of meters would be kept up In com- 
plete working order. As to the Streets 
he had done his best to make the very 
small amount of money at the dis- 
posal, of the city do to the best ad- 
vantage, but it was a 'hopeless task. 
He lauded the local Improvement plan 
and stated th^t there is a lot of work 
ahead for which the money had been 
voted and which would be proceeded 
with, at once. 

Citizens Awake 

\Y. G. ('ameron, also candidate on 
the Progressive ticket for Ward five, 
had had jirevions experience on the 
council. He had served the rateijuy- 
ers of Ward live and he hoped to reji- 
resent tliem again. Ho was In favor 
of tlie women voting and ho claimed 
Victoria liad tlie liroadest f r;inchi.';o 
of any city in the Dominion. lie be- 
lieved tlie citizens were awake to the 
city's needs and he asked ttiem to vote 
for tile best niyn.

He 
rehashed the old argunient.4 as to tlie 
progri^sslvc nature of the old council, 
and declared that he was not the kind

"I would like to take you through 
the course of tlie council last year." 

"Oh for Heaven's .sake," came a 
voice, iind after the lauL?hter had sub- 
sided Aid. l.'ullerton went on. He 
haniied boiuiuets to tlie mayor and 
others of tlie old council. He was in 
tho middle of a earnest explanation as 
to why tiioro had been no money for 
street iniprov.nnents, wnen ho. was 
called to lime Ijy tlie chairman. 
Submits His Record 

j).Id. Gleason recalled his declar- 
ation made a year ago that ho had 
the liest interests of the city at heart.

Sure of Election 

H. Levy, candidate in Ward. 3, ask- 
ed the electors to vote for lilm as 
enthusiastically as tho'y had received 
him. On the question of tire protec- 
tion he claimed that If elected he 
would have a salt water system In- 
stalled. Ho was glad the' ladies -had 
been roinstatod on the list, and he" 
know they would always vote for him. 
H^-advocated that the aldermanic sal- 
ary' -should be abolished. The aider- 
manic salary should be done away with 
and if elecL'ed he ^ would dp his best 
to abolish it. He clalnlted to be as! 
independent- as a "hog on ice." Too 
much time w.is spent on questions of 
whiskey and morals, and not enough 
on improving the streets. I-Io tliouglit 
that after ail the city had better elect 
two councils, one to handle (luestlons 
of morals and the other to do the city's 
business. He believed in the city 
beautiful and was certain he could 
make a lirst class alderman. / 

To a question whetlier lie was tho 
same man as the one who recently 
claimed that he would close up his 
restaurant rather than pay his waiters 
the union wage-Mr. Lievy^declared he 
was not jii the., restaurant' .business 
at present. ■ , .. ,, 

Decried Personal Attacks^' 
Bichard ball. Citizens' Progressive 
Ticket candidate In "Ward 2, was 
loudly called for and cheered. It the 
ticket had not come Into the field, he 
said, there would not have been the 
interest in tlie election, and all those 
candidates elected could take notice 
they had better toe the line. He oanio 
out free of ail oledg-cs except those 
published, and he w.nild di; nil lie 
could to fullil lliese. .Ma.N'ur iMorley 
liad endeu\'ored to make political cap- 
ital out of the fact that Mr. Drury 
had brought the personal property tax 
I proposition before the committee 
i wliicli t'ormulated the ticket. Tliat 
I committee was a mixed one of both 
I parties and the '-luestion of politics did 
I not enter into tlie case at all. He be- 
I lieved the government would grant the 
j personal propi-rty tax to the city. He 
I believed tlie confusion in the minds of 
the ratepayers liad been occasioned by 
the bickerings in tlie council, and he 
believed that was the main 'lOason for 
the bylaw being turned down.

He quoted .Mr. Adams' ilgures to 
show that meters must be used if Elk 
lake be retained, and asked tho rate- 
iiayers to thoroughly understand the 
water question before voting on the 
bylaw. 

Stood by Old Council 

Aid. V.-. M. Ross claimed that the 
old council was quite the ' equal of 
any that could be elected to handle 
tlie city's business. He was pleased 
to see so much interest in the elec- 
tions. As to the waterworks the lirst 
thing to bo done was to erect a re- 
servoir In the centre of tho city. He 
advised all to vote for the bylaws. 
Mr. Stewart's Advice 

"\V. C. Stewart's flowery Introduction 
was greeted with cheers. He advised 
them not to let the C. P. R. "cinch" 
the cUy. Mr. Stewart addressed the 
meeting: like an auctioneer endeavoring 
to dispose of a job lot, and he suc- 
ceeded in keeping his hearers tlior- 
ouglily amused. H,> declared he was 
opposed to the liquor traffic, and 
favored the local improvement system 
and declared tliat Victoria West would 
get it.9 full share of iinprovoments if 
he should be elected. Mr. Stewart 
wandered as far afield as the Soanlch 
road: Ho declared himself to be a 
supporter of Mayor Morley "and don't 
you forget it." 

V. J. Bittancourt stated he was an 
independent candidate and prepared 
to do his best in the interests of A\'ard 
One in particular and the city in gen- 
eral. He claimed his ward was the 
most neglected portion of the city and 
it was about time for a change. What 
was wanted on the council wore good 
substantial business men. 

Capt Gldley. also candidate for al- 
derman in "Ward One, declared his in- 
tention. If elected, to give his best ef- 
forts to the Interests of his ward and 
city. Ho claimed to be independent 
and not pledged to any party. He 
hoped every elector would turn out to 
vote. 

Ticket a Good One 

Alexander Watson, Jr., candidate in 
Ward One on the Progresaivfe Ticket, 
declared that the opponents of those 
on the ticket were doing their hest to 
make the ratepayers think the ticket 
was In favor of the city purchasing- 
the Esquimau "Waterworks company. 
No such thing had ever been mention- 
ed or contemplated. He was strictly 
untrammelled in his stand. As to the 
water question )ie predicted ,a big In- 
crease in the population. Elk Lake 
is limited to a population of 58,000, and 
ho believed the best proposition would 
lie to use the reservoir and pump, and 
during the next t"nree or four years 
get ready to handle tho Sooke Lake 
source. The Sooke Lake Ruppb'. if 
t.aken up in tiiiK.', would be ready when 
the Elk Lake supply becomes inade- 
quate. As to the rpiestion of monoj'- 
for tlie streets, he belie\'ed tiie cilr,-' 
.should get the pcM-sonal property tax 
from the government. The Ticket 
would enilea\'or to get It, and lie felt 
lure if tiiey did not get it, it would not 
lie tbeir fault. .\s to tlie Songlieos 
reserve question, he rieclared the mat- 
ter should have been settled ere this. 
Regarding the question of a fair wage 
chOise, he docIar<'d his men to be 
working eight liours a day and getting 
the highest union wages. 

Henry Callow, also candidate in 
ward one, pointed out that Victoria 
West had hitherto been sadly neglect- 
ed. He claimed better fire protection 
lietter streets, etc., should be obtained 
before the city wasted nione,\- on 
boulevards. "whatever projiositlon 
should be 'brought forward , tending to- 
wards a better water siqiiily he would 
give it his earnest supjiort.

Some Romantic Stories from Naval 
History, 

Among the mai^y aspects of old- 
time sea life which the - student of 
naval history chances, upon in his re- 
searches, none is more curious and 
none more romantic tlian the records 
which are frcQuently met with of ivo- 
nien. Tliey are divided into two classes, 
those who went to sea by permission 
with their husbatiud, who in tlie hour 
of battle rose to tho occasion and did 
yeoman .-"ervice behind the g-uns, and 
those wiio for one reason and anotiier 
donned male costume and enlisted in 
tile ordinary wa\-. In the prosaic times 
in wliicli we live it is well iiigli impo.^- 
sibl(.' tor any rmnantic girl to get to 
sea ill a man-of-war, tliou.ii;li in a re- 
cent novel the lad\- corrosiiondent of a 
daily ijajier is made to attend manoeu- 
vres, and some terrlliie complications 
follow her incursions Into tactics and 
strategy. [Ip, to tlie middle- of the last 
century, liowever, it was no uncommon 
thing for captains and even seamen to 
talio tlieir wives to .=iea. It is recorded 
that at tho battle of Camiierdown a 
woman assisted in firing tho gun where 
iior husband was quartered and stuck 
grimly to her iiost iintH, with one leg 
shot olT and the otlicr wounded, slio 
was carried below to the surgeon's 
care.

She 
served lirst in the ai'ihy, taut, deserting, 
tramped to Portsmouth, enllsted'Ih the 
Marines, and WOnt out to the East In- 
dies In the 'Swall'oWV sloop. She was 
wounded at the selgi of Pondishcrry, 
and remained in hospital three monf.i.^ I 
without her sex being discovered. In j 
ir>0 .she returned to England, was jien- 
sioned off, and then announced lier | 
SOX. She continued, however, to wear 1 
male ccatume down to the day of her | 
death, with sword and ruffles, laced | 
hat and cockade, and she added to iier 
Income by appearing on the stage, 
singing a song and doing military ex- 
ercises. Holiecca .Tane .loliuson, an- 
other foiiialo sailor, who lived on the 
lower deck as a, man, may be said Lo 
hia-e inlierited her searariiig instincts, 
lor iier mother I'miglit and fell at I'o- 
))Oiiliagen under Nelson, and lier father 
also was a sailor. Slie was found out, 
however, after si'i-ving seven .\-ears at 
sea, and was I'orthwith \nii ashore. In 
another case, a young 'seaman' named 
AVaddell, of tlie '(^.vfurd,' when ordered 
to receive two dozen lashes for deser- 
tion, was I'ound to be -a girl. ,She de- 
clared that she had enlisted in the 'Ox- 
ford,' believing tlio man she was In 
love Willi to lie on lioard the ship. 
AViien she I'oiind h(^ w.-is not she had 
deserled. .Instead (>( l)eliip lasiieil, she 
was presented by the adinirai w'itli 
hall' a guinea, tho other oincers sent 
tlio hat round ^md she was glvon 
enough to take her Ijack to . Hull, her 
native town.

that of 1906. 

When the year 1907 started in, the 
entire west was in tlie throes of the 
worst storms known in many years, 
c^onipletely paraly/.in.i,'- traffic of every 
kind. This cut very largely Into the 
e.xp<'Cted lltfuri's of the Boundary output 
to start with. Tlien there was a aliort- 
a{;e of coke at the smelters, which was 
IntGiisilled w-hcn the labor troubles of 
the Crow's Nest Pass country came on 
in April. Coupled with this -\vas the 
demand made by the Boundary inlnors 
for an Increase In the wage scale, whlcli 
was eventually granted, in view of the 
high price of copper then prevailing. 

An excellent summer ensued, however, 
and the average tonnage of the com- 
bined mines often ran over 100,000 tons 
per month, wblcli was constantly grow- 1 
Ing. i\leantime. however, the price of 
copper in the world's markets was turn- 
ing somer.saults, and before it got done, 
was cut squarely in half — from 26% to 
13 cents per pound: a condition that 
gave cause for alarm to both the offi- 
cials of the large mining concerns and 
the employees, wlio had reeclv,;d in- 
crease of wages on a high copper mar- 
ket. 

This uncertainty gave -way to certain- 
ty in October when the Dominion Cop- 
per closed botli mines and smelter, be- 
in.tr followed I)y tin: three other lar^e 
producer.s — the Granby, B.C. Chopper, and 
the Consolidated Co. — on November 11, 
wheii everything was closed tiglit. This 
was said. to be due to the high cost of 
production and to the low price of the 
red metal. So things stood until early 
in December, wlien the t!ranl)y Co.* gave 
no:lce that it was willing to resume at 
both mines and smelter if the employees 
would accept the yta.s&s of a. year ago. 
beinj? an avera'ge of at),di)t:/i0 cents per 
day less, than 'the high scale. For three 
weeks tlie matter was held In abeyance 
liy tl-ie men. but tlnaUy on Christmas i 
eve a. vote was taki'u by which the men 
decided to go to work on December 26 ! 
on tlic scale offerecl, based at the mines 
on $3.50 per day for ihiners and $3.00 
per day for common labor. This Was 
widely hailed as a most stitisfactory out- 
come of the matter, as the larKcst min- 
ing enterprisi- In the provinci; was thus 
able to resunii- operations .-ind give em- 
ployment tn some 900 men.

It will bo seen that each year up to 
1907 has been one of steady advancement 
in the ore output, and despite draw- 
backs, 1907 V(-ry nearly eiiuals that of 
1900, the grand total being well up to- 
wards six minimis of tons.

At the annual meeting- of the BritLsh 
d)liimbla l'"rult Grower.V association 
hehl yesterday afternoon In the council 
chamber at the city hall the annual re- 
ports of the president, secretary and 
e.veciitlve committee were auhniitted, 
tho ollicers elected and an Interesting 
paper given by Thomas Brydon on 
"Liettor .l''ruit and How to Obtain It." 
Tho meeting was briefly addressed by 
Mayor Morley who lauded the work of 
the as.sociatiun and pointed out thV 
necessity of the fruit grower.\i of the 
province organizing in order to ob- 
tain the best price for their product 
and further the welfare of the in- 
dustry, one which would soon be the 
mont important in tho nrovince.

Secretary's Report 

'I'he secretary's report, submitted as 
follows, was adopted: 

During the year 1 have attended 
foitv-three jneetlngs, held for pur- 
Iiosea of instruction or in the interests 
of co-operation amongst the fritit 
growers. 

Eiglit luindred and .seventy- iiN-e let- 
ters have been written, and ij,7.sr> miles 
traveled on the business of the associa- 
tion. 

It is \ei-y gratifying to mc to bo 
abh.' to aiiuounee a substantial in- 
crease in the iTiemVnH'Shlp. T'.iore is 
still room for improvement in that re- 
spiH't liDWOVer. 

The fi'uit crop, taking the province 
as a whole, was below the average, at- 
tributed to early frosts in some sec- 
tions, hail in other.s, and drought in 
others. 

The strawberry croj) would average 
not more than S5 per cent. Raspber- 
ries about tho same. Bliickberries, 
being later, got the benefit of the early 
fall rains, and would round out about 
no per cent. 

The sweet cherry cro)) sulfered the 
most, there not being over tiO per cent 
of crop. Sour cherries were about o(ri 
a\erage. 

AVhite pears were above the aver- 
age. 

Peaches were a full cro]), e.KCcpt 
where tbe trees had suffered from 
tho severity of the preceding winter. 
Superior Quality 

Early apples were not as heavy as 
last year, but late varieties rouiided 
out a full crop. 

One thing is particularly noticeable 
with regard to the fruit— more es- 
pecially apples — and that is the su- 
perior " Quality of the fruit over past 
vears. Tnis very satisfactory condi- 
tion is mainly due to better methods 
of cultivation. 

Prices have boon better than ever 
before in the history of the industry. 
The increased railway mileage opened 
up by tlie C. P. K. and C. N. H. Vn 
Alberta and Saskutche.wan has given 
us a wider market and the rapid till- 
ing ui) of those provinces and Mani- 
toba means a market which will bo 
limited only by our ability to supply 

With tlic con.itaiitly increasing mar- 
kets in our own country. Great Britain 
and Ireland, New Zealand, Australia, 
China, .lapan, Siberia and Mexico, no 
branch of agriculture offers better op- 
portunities for proHtable Investment 
t.ian fruit growing In British Columbia 
and no province in the Dominion is so 
favorably situated with regard to those 
markets, or has the varieties of soil 
and climate essential to the production 
of the high class fruit these markets 
call for. 

Taking all things into consideration, 
we are forced to the conclusion tha< 
notwithstanding the occasional revers- 
es to which the fruit growers are sub- 
jected, the out;Jook for the careful 
grower is most encouraging. The pro- 
vince is to be congratulated on the 
continued successes achieved by our 
fruit in Great Britain, under the care- 
ful management of Mr. K. M. Pahtier. 
Splendid Results 

The result of the competition at the 
N. VV. F. G. convention, held In 'Van- 
couver in December last, was as great 
a' surprise to us as to our competitors 
from Hood river and Wenutchee. The 
value to tho province of this siiloiidid 
advertisement cannot Ije ci)iuj)uted in 
dollars and cents. 

■\Ve have yet to learn of any steps 
being taken by tlie Dominion govern- 
ment to accede to our repeated re- 
fpiests for experimental orchard.'! on 
Vancouver islandi in the Kootonay, and 
ill the Ury Belt. Nelthcrjias any at- 
tention lieen paid to our rea.^oiiablo 
reqiie;;l, liaclted Ijv tho late Doiiiinlon 
conference, to comjiel manufacturers of 
jams and jellios lo jirint tlie formuhL' 
on (heir labels. 

We wisli to express our appreciation 
of tlie action of liie IJiiminion govorn- 
iiient in o.utliorizin,:? Tom AVllson to 
undertake tiie eln.ansin..? of the Indian 
orchards at our re(iu(?st, and wo ven- 
ture to request that Ibis work be con- 
tinued. 

In conclusion, 1 wish to thank the of- 
llcers and members for their forbear- 
ance toward niy .'^liorteonilngs, and 
for the valuable assislaneo 1 have re- 
ceived at ilieir hniuls.

Pure spraying li^aierlals for the use 
of members has been secured at the 
lowest cost, and tho necessary varie- 
ties of pap,er have also been' secured 
at wholesale. 

Wo would recommend that the sec- 
retary be ipatruoted to secure a sup- 
ply of both for the current year on the 
best terms possible. 

Bradstrcct's reports are becoming 
more valuable to our members each 
year, and we strongly rei-iunmend that 
the subscription be coiuimu'd. 

Your committee have taken up with 
the proper authorities the quo.nion of 
lietter handling and better facilities 
for fruit shipments by both lake and 
rail, and have received assurance.-; 
that every effort will be made lo have 
the fruit properK- handled. 

They have succeeded in having the 
gross 'weight of the 1!-.') pound and 4-ri 
crates fixed at l.'i and L'.") pounds re- 
spectively. They have al.so urged that 
a reduction ot rates 'should lie maile, 
but as the matter (d! rates is in the 
luind.s of the raiKvay commission aiui 
nothing has been dune them up to 
the present time, we do not know 
whether our re(|ue,st will be granted 
or not.

President's Report. 

The report of the iiresideiit of the 
asHoeialioii, James .lohiislon, Nelson, 
.'ave full details concerning the lor- 
matloii of the l-'ruit and Produce l!;x- 
chaiige of British Columbia. The re- 
port was as follows 

During the past »fmm the niOst Im- 
portant undertaking of this associa- 
tion has been the formation of the 
I'ruit and Produce ExcIkuibc of Brit- 
ish Columbia, The idea of this t-x- 
cliangc was first suggested at our 
spring iiuavterly ineeciiig, held in Sum- 
merland, and was uiianiiiiously in- 
dorsed at thai iiK^eling, and a resolu- 
tion pusserl strongly recommending 
action to be taken and a central ex- 
change formed. This Summerland 
resolution was indorsed at Vernon, 
Kelowna, Armstrong, .Salmon .Vrm, 
Kainloojis and all poiius visited liy 
your executive during that tour. A 
inoeting of deli^galos from associa- 
tions throughout the province was held 
at -\rmslrong, by-laws : and constitu- 
tion were drawn "UP and a meeting 
called at tlieiJearlicHt noHslble date lo 
form the exchange. Owing Ut the Iruit 
season liielng well luivanced before 
thesajivneoessilry prfdlmmaries were 
gone through, only five absoclatlona 



formally joined the exchange , namely, 
ChlUlwaok, Kamloopg, Salmon Aim, 
Revelstoke ajj^l^Kootenay, but during 
the;;', season: fruit and ' produce was ^ 
handled from many other local ox- 
changes In the Okanagan and else- 
where. 1 shall give a brief outline ot 
the object of this central exchange. 
Full Information can be ootaiiied at 
any time from the secri!tary, Mr. 1j. M. 
1-Iagar, .Revelstoke. The method in 
which this exchange has^ieen worked 
and' will be worked is ;is f<5llows: 
Work of Central Body. 
Wiekiy leports are sent to the nuiii- 
agei ot tho probable supplie.s to be 
obtained liom the various local ship- 
pers' and exchanges. These I'eports the 
manager forwards to the solicitors who 
are employed to canvass the local and 
Northwest markets. Orders when 
booked are distributed by our central 
office to llio growers, who receive an 
acceptance form sta.iing- quantity, 
quality ami !>rice. it lor some reason 
When an order is received by an in- 
dividual or exchange it cannot all be 
filled tho manager is immediately 
notified and the balance of 'the. order 
placed elsewhere. A very important 
point is that when the solicitors or 
head ofl'lce receive special orders for 
fruit from any one district or grower 1 
owing to the superior motliod ol pack- 
ing or (lualltv of the fruit then it the j 
demand is likely to exceed the supply ; 
the solicitors are noli) led to increase 1 
the price lo the wholesalers, and thus 1 
the careful shipper and the men- 1 
lorloiis article will receive the very 
liigbest oricc oblamable. 'Phis is the 
only suci-essiul method of co-ojieia- 1 
Uim. (ilherwlse the best men will not 1 
ioiii beiii-uiv In any co-opei-atlve as- 1 
sociatioii. 

A great saving is effected in the 
marketing of small perishable fruits 
by our own men being at the principal 
points ot delivery to make adjustments 
for fruit in bad condition on arrUal. 
]?very shipper must be' held responsi- 
ble for the condition of his fruit at 
the iiolnl of delivery, provided the 
damage has not been ciuised by any 
fault oil the pai-l of tranSiioriatioii 
companies. Should a slii])per jiersist 
in forwarding badly jiicked ;ind packed 
fruli he will be suspeniled from ship- 
ping through the exchange and al- 
lowed to find his own market until 
such time as he learns to handle his 
product ill a proper manner. 

Advice for Shippers. 

All possible advice and assistance 
will always be rendered by the ex- 
change munageinoiit to shiiipers who, 
through ignorance, may make mis- 
lukes, but wilfulness, carelessness and 
neglect will receive no consideration, 
it will be llie duly of members fif tlic 
board to lake their turns of being 
within range of large distributing mar- 
kets so that if any considerable set- 
lleiiieiit has been made by an agent 
the director, being notified by the man- 
ager by wire, will turn up on the spot 
Immodlately after and check up the 
honesty of such settlement. ~A charge 
of f) per cent is made to cover ex))ense | 
of sjelUng and collecting accounts in j 
carload lot.i atul 1<J uer cent on small 
express Hlilpmciils. .At the end of the 
season, after allowing a sufficient re- 
serve fund to carry on the Luisiness 
successfully, any surplus cash will Ije j 
distributed pro rata to all shippers. 1 

The centra! exchange also intends 
to adopt a co-operative measure to 
overcome any liiumciai failures. , 

in tlie case of apples, pears, plums, 
pe; .-lies and cherries tlie liest results 
are (ibtaiiied by having them conveyed 
from tlie orchard:? to central packing 
houses and there graded and packed, 
under the supervision of a''co)rnpetent 
expert packer, TBla insilres, ■Tinlform- 
itv of pafck and gt^fle, Wlllo"h will al- 
ways command the bopt prices in tho 
markets and attrm i the largest and 
be!3t. buyers. The !ii:r. ■ ' jr-nc: :;] jaeet- 
Ing of the cxchant- t:i.ves piiice ^-arlv 
next month, and a large luinilior of as- 
sociations having signified their inten- 
tion of joining this season and .also in- 
dividual growers who are siluated in 
districts where no excdiaiigo exists. 
It is confidently expected that .it least 
two-thirds of tho fruit and produce of 
the province will be handled in this 
co-operative manner. 

Scheme indorsed. 

.The .ol.ijects arrived at and , methculs 
of working this oxcliange were pre- 
senteil fully at the last annual inter- 
national convention of the Northwest 
i''ruit Ori'Wers' Associaton, and the 
whole scheme was liearlly indorsed 
and approved of by men of the .great- 
est experience, such as tho Hon .K. D. 
Smith, president and manager of the 
Hood River Apple Growers' Union. 

I'he most liearty tll.'iiiks are due to 
the Hon. Mr. Tatlow. minister ol agr- 
culture, for the great interest lie has 
taken in our work during tho season 
and for the generous support he has 
given us in tills most important work. 

We have every reason to' believe that 
tlie benefits wiiich will result from 
thus uniting the various frtil grow- 
ing sections of our province into one 
co-operative body will more than 
justify the necessary assistance which 
our government have given us during 
the year, and whieii tlie\- have lieen 
requested to give us during Die present 
year.
